In The Legislature 


By H. G. Hammell, M.L.A. 

As in past years I will, through the 
courtesy of your weekly paper, give 
you a brief summary of the highlights | 
ol the legislature. It will be imposs- 
ible to give all the details but will, 
through this weekly artiele try and 
cover as much as possible. ~* 

Thursday, February 19th, saw the : 
Lieutenant Governor present the 
Throne speech. This outlined jn brief 
the coming legislation some of which 
will be: 

1. Authority will be requested to 
enable the government to subsidize 
the Cost of hospital extras and to re- 
imburse Municipalities and Municipal 
Hospital Districts an amount not ex: 
ceeding 50 per cent of the cost of 
providing hospital extras for their 
residents. 

2. Legislation will be introduced 
io provide pensions for certain of our 
people suttering from chronic dis: 
abilities which render them unfit to 
obtain gaintul employment. 
increased Municipal and School Grants 

3. To assist municipal taxpayers 
in meeting the rising costs of edu- 
cation, increased appropriations for 
school grants under a revised form: 
ula will be submitted. 

4. The Legislature will be asked 
to consider amendments to the school 
Buildings Assistance Act to provide 
increased provincial aid in meeting 
the continued high cost of necessary 
new school constructon. 

Loans to University Students 

5. And to encourage and assist 
high school graduates to obtain a 
University education, a revolving 
fund will be established from which 
qualified and deserving students may 
obtain loans for this purpose. 
Highways 

6. During the 


ensuing year the 
government plans to undertake the 
mos. extensive highway construction 
program in the history of the prov- 
ince and for this purpose you will 
be requested to approve very sub- 
stantial appropriations. This new 
program will be projected over a 4 
year period and has been designed | 
to provide as rapidly as possible, a 
province wide network ot good all-| 
weather highways and roads 

7. An extensive construc.ion pro- | 
gram is contemplated by the Depart- 
ment of Telephones to meet the un-| 
precedented and sustained demand 
for telephone service, both local and 
long distance 
Financing Municipal Borrowing 

8. In keeping with the Gover-| 
nment’s policy of allocating an equi- 
iable share of provincial revenues to 
help meet necessary increased muni- | 
cipal expenditures, legislation will be 
asked to approve substantially larger 
appropriations for this purpose. 

9. In the matier of municipal 
capital expenditures, a program will 
be submitted which has as its ulti-| 
mate chjective the financing of all 
necessary municipal capital borrow- 
ings tron provineial funds accuring | 
from the development of our natural | 
resources in the interests of our | 
people as a whole. | 

10. The Legislature will be asked | 
‘Oo approve a continuation for the en- | 
suing year of the capiial assistance | 
available to Municipalities under the | 
Self-Liquidating Projects Act } 

11. To help facilitate both munici- | 
pal and school administration, the 
Government, in co-operation with 
municipal and = school authorities, 
propose to set up a Commission to 
establish co-terminous boundaries for 
rural municipal districts and school 
divisions. 

12. Additional assistance is propos- 
ed in the development of regional 
Public Libraries and increased prac- 
tical assistance will be offered to 
communities where Public Libraries 
already are established. 

Liquor Question 

19. Various statutes requiring | 
amendments in the public interest, 


including a revision of the Alberta | 
Liquor Control Act, will be submitted 
for the atten‘ion of the members.
